Victoria Composite High School’s award sys- 
tem as set out in 1952-53, recognizes those 
students who have achieved outstanding leader- 
ship in both academic and extra-curricular 
work, The highest awards in the school are 
the Citizenship Awards. The C. O. Hicks award 
for boys and the J. P. Page award for girls are 
awarded to two Grade XII students on the basis 
of their services to the school during their high 
school careers. The awards include academic, 
athletic and extra-curricular work.

Outstanding work on 
any publications and administrative work con- 
nected with the Students’ Council, houseleague, 
and club activities involving inter-scholastic 
participation are also included. 


The Activities Minor Award is intended to 
give recognition to students of exceptional value 
in any of the various clubs.
